DRY CLEANING AT 


HOME; 


UCH expense can be saved by under- 

' taking a certain amount of cleaning 

at is Fon If the right methods are 

employed, this is not a difficult or a tedious 
matter, and is in every way a real economy. 

Silk jumpers, blouses, etc., are quite 
rejuvenated by a petrol ‘bath. The article 
should first be examined and any spots rubbed 
with a rag dipped in petrol. After this the 

whole garment should immersed in petrol 
and squeezed, but not rubbed. When all the 
dirt is out, squeeze from the petrol and rinse 
in a fresh bow! of en Hang out of doors 
until all the petrol hag evaporated. Gloves 
can be cleaned in the same mannéer—several 
pairs being done in a small amount of petrol. 

A mixture of finely-powdered Fuller's earth 
and alum is excellent for cleaning white kid 
gloves if they are not very badly soiled. 

It should be rubbed well in with a clean 
piece of flannel and then thoroughly brushed 
off with a soft brush. 

For cleaning 7” -coloured costumes, etc., 
salt is excellent, y the garment on a table 


- 


and scatter salt over it; then rub with a pad 
of soft linen or cloth—with long sweeps, 
always in one direction. Brush out the salt 
and shake the garment, which will be thus 
considerably refreshed in appearance. 

Cretonne chair covers, etc., are best cleaned 
in the following way :—Put some clean bran 
into the oven and leave it until it is quite 
hot; then take some in the palm of the see 
and. rub it into the cretonne with a circular 
movement. Keep using fresh bran until the 
whole chair has been thoroughly gone over. 

A very good cleaning agent for suéde leather 
of any kind is formed with benzine and bran 
Make a fairly thick paste of the two in- 
erepente and then press it down over the 
eather. Allow time for drying and shake it 
off, or brush the surface lightly. 

White leather can also be cleaned in this 
way. When the suéde leather appears to he 
smooth the surface may be restored by gently 
rubbing it with sandpaper.

Terms had been 
agreed to, but there had not been time to get 
complicated documents prepired. They might 
even now fail, and, if so, ia receiver would 
have to be appointed. He could not believe 
that would happen after all the difficulties 
they had surmounted. They were negotiating, 
with every prospect of success, with gentle- 
men of high standing and long experience 
they hoped would join the board. He moved 
a resolution sanctioning and approving certain 
modifications in the trust deed of April 28, 
1920, and the right of the stockholders against 
the company and the Northumberland Ship- 
building Company. The Chairman also in- 
timated that he had proxies representing 
£1.331.227. or 50.4 per cent. of the whole 
issue, in favour of the resolution. Proxies 
against the resolution and those in favour of 
other parties, together with the total amoant 
of stock represented in the room, amounted to 
£220,000. 

Mr. James Hewitt, of Dublin, who said 
he represented a certain number of Irish 
shareholders, moved as an amendment that 
application be made to the Courts in Belfast 
for the appointment.of a receiver, with power 
to carry on the shipbuilding business alone— 
(‘‘not speculating,” he interjected)—and raise 
funds necessary—(‘‘ They cannot do it,” said a 
shareholder)—and inquire into ‘the financial 
transactions siuce the inception of the com- 
pany. Further, he moved that application 
should be made to the London Courts for the 
vinding-up of the Northumberland Shipbuild- 
ing Company’ Mr. Hewitt was subjected to 
some interruptions, and, in reply, he said— 
“ We are determined in Dublin on a certain 
course, and we are going to act on it. Any- 
thing you are doing to-day is wltra vtres.”’ 

Mr. Bell said that the company had been 
landed into the entangling meshes of finance. 
His client, Mr. Alfred Tucker, of Paignton. 
had instructed counsel to settle the form of 
procedure which would bring before a British 
jury the persons and companies who were 
responsible for this débdcle, a result of post- 
war finance. 

Sir Percival Lawrence, who was a member 
of a committee which had made certain in- 
vestigations since the last meeting, said that 
whether there were cases for action for deceit 
or for proceedings founded on misapplication 
of funds was a problem of much complexity, 
on which it might, or might not, be worth 
while for the debenture-holders to seek legal 
advice. To-day, he proceeded, we are engaged 
on salvage operations. It was advisable to 
make special efforts to maintain the old Bel- 
fast business as a going concern, with the 
necessary staff for taking advantage of the 
revival in the,shipping trade. With this in 
view they should endeavour to avoid a 
receivership. 

The Chairman considered that £300,000 
would carry the compan# on for three years 
on the assumption that no new order came in 
in that time. That was putting it at its 
worst. 

The amendment for the appointment of a 
receiver and the winding-up of the North- 
umberland Company received only eight 
votes and was defeated. 

Mr. Bell moved another amendment for the 
appointment of a committee of inspection, 
comprising Sir Percival Lawrence, Mr. 
Bright and Mr. A. G. Sparrow, with power to 
edd to their number.

A TRAGIC HONEYMOON. 


MAYOR OF MALDON 
KILLED. 


On the first day of his honeymoon, Mr. 
John Edward Freeman, Mayor of Maldon, 
Essex, fell from his bedroom window, at the 
Hotel Cecil, London, yesterday morning, and 
was killed. : 

Junior partner in a local firm of solicitors, 
Mr. Freeman, who was aged 41, married, on 
Monday, the eldest daughter of Mr. Edward 
Thomas Baker, Deputy-Mayor, and one of his 
predectssors in the Mayoralty, and the event 
was celebrated in the town by the flying of 
fiags and the presentation by the Corporation 
of a silver tea and coffee service. 

Photographs of the wedding were repro- 
duced in the illustrated Press yesterday morn. 
ing, with a picture of the newly married 
couple shaking hands with the bride’s father. 

Mr. and Mrs. Freeman travelled to London, 
and stayed the night at the Hotel Cecil, with 
the intention of proceeding to Wales yester- 
day. Yesterday morning they breakfasted 
in the grill room, and after Mr. Freeman had 
purchased a cigar in the lounge they went up 
to their room on the fourth floor. 

Mr. Freeman took a seat by the open win- 
dow, smoking, while his wife was out of the 
room, and apparently finding the apartment 
rather warm attempted to pull down the 
upper window sash by reaching outside. In 
leaning out he evidently overbalanced, and 
fell a distance of some fifty feet into the 
courtyard below. :

Need of Industrial Peace. 


What Ireland at the present time wants 
most is industrial peace, a permanent adjust- 
ment of the quarrel between capital and 
labour. The prolonged strikes are a serious 
hindrance to the recovery of the country from 
the effects of a hopeless civil war, and for 
that reason it is to be hoped that the Govern- 
ment will turn its attention to the solution oí 
this too frequently recurring social disease, 
The improvement ‘of our economic condition, 
the development of our industries, and parti- 
cularly of the agricultural industry, depend in 
a special manner upon the existence of 
harmonious relations between capital and 
labour. 


Signs of Prosperity. 


There are many evidences of the fact that 
there is no lack of money in the country, ‘Lhe 
shopkeepers of Dublin are prosperous. Theit 
customers, many of them come up from the 
country to supply themselves with almost all 
their chief requirements—a proof that, not- 
withstanding chronic complaints of losses over 
farming, there is still a fair share of 
prosperity in rural areas. The theatres and 
other places of amusements are well patronised. 
Most people, especially of the middle class, 
indulge themselves with holidays. Our streets 
are filled all day with our country cousins, or 
with visitors from Great Britain, or tourists 
from the United States. They enjoy Dublin, 
for here they see the characteristics of a 
capital city which distinguish it from all other 
cities. The visitor can hardly fail to be struck 
by the prevalence of luxurious automobiles in 
our streets. Sometimes indeed those vehicles 
are embarrassingly numerous and dangerously 
speedy ; but there they are, bearing testimony 
to a degree of wealth which cannot be gain- 
said. It is worth mentioning in this connec- 
tion that quite recently a steamship arrived 
at the quays of Dublin whose entire cargo con- 
sisted of motor cars.

COUNCIL’S DEBATE. 
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THE SPIRIT OF THE COVENANT 


GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The question of the competence of the 
League of Nations in the Italo-Greek dispute 
was dealt with in a public meeting of the 
Council this evening, and, although the debate 
had rather a tame ending, it is understood 
that the question will again come before the 
Council, probably on ursday, and it is 
believed that it will also be discussed by the 
Assembly. 

To-day’s proceeding consisted of a lengthy 
statement by Signor Salandra (Italy), in reply 
to the observations and comments of Lord 
Robert Cecil and the declaration of M. 
Branting (Sweden), made at the previous 
meeting of the Council. 

Signor Salandra, after giving a historical 
sketch of the conflict, proceeded to show that 
the dispute was now closed, and argued that 
the occupation of Corfu was similar to the 
pacific reprisals to which Great Britain and 
France had_often had recourse, and which the 
Covenant did not prohibit, 

Italy, said Signor Salandra, had followed 
those illustrions examples. The present con- 
troversy, he added, was one between Lord 
Robert Cecil and M. Branting. . (Laughter.) 
The dispute had been in the hands of the Con- 
ference of Ambassadors; consequently the 
Council should not have taken up the applica- 
tion of Greece. The Council’s duty was to 
settle conflicts, not to prolong them. Pacific 
reprisals were legitimate. 

Signor Salandra then quoted eminent 
juridical opinion in support of his arguments. 
“We all respect the Covenant,’ he said. 


' “There is no longer any question as to the 


competence of the Council with regard to the 
conflict, which is now closed.”’ 

In conclusion, the Italian delegate declared 
that if Lord Robert desired an interpretation 
of the Articles of the Covenant, with special 
reference to the question of competence by 
authorised judicial authorities, Italy had no 
objection. 

Lord Robert Cecil then spoke briefly, ex- 
pressing his satisfaction at Signor Salandra’s 
concluding declaration. 

M. Branting, the next speaker, declared 
that he was not ‘eonvinced by Signor 
Salandra’s arguments. M. Branting main- 
tained his point of view, and added that the 
public opinion of the world would find it 
very difficult to understand that the so-called 
pacific reprisals were in conformity with the 
spirit of the Covenant. 

At this point the debate closed and the 


Council discussed other matters on the order 


of the day. 

Before the meeting broke up, Lord Robert 
declared that Signor Salandra’s statement 
was very important, and reserved to himself 
the right to reply thereto on Thursday.— 
(Press Association s Special Correspondent.)

THE PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 

After his election to-day the President will, 
it is expected, make a statement to the House 
reviewing briefly the events of the past year, 
and indicating some of the larger problems 
which the Oireachtas may be called on to 
deal with in the early future. It. is probable 
that there will be a reference to the Boundary 
questicn. and also to the visit of the Irish 

elegation to Geneva. 

After that the President will proceed to 
name his Execntive Council. Under the terms 
of the Constitution the Council must not 
consist of more than seven or less than five 
Ministers. It is provided, however, that in 
all there may be as many as twelve Ministries 
in the Government. In the late Dail the 
Executive Council consisted of seven, whils 
the total number of Ministries was ten. This 
number did not include Mr. E. J. Duggan, 
who was Minister without portfelio. 

It will be interesting to note what Ministries 
will be included by the President in his 
Council on this occasion. Last year his 
selection consisted of Home Affairs, Educa- 
tion, External Affairs, Defence, and Local 
Government. On that occasion the President 
‘expressed his regret that he could not in- 
clude the Minister of Agriculture, and Mr. 
Johnson was of opinion that the Ministry of 
Education ought to be kept as a separate in- 
stitution—outside the Council—so that its 
head might not be mixed up in controversial 

litics. The President remarked then that 

had “ put in the Minister of Education, 
not so much from the point of view of his 
service as a Minister, but from the point of 
view of the individual.”’ 

Whatever the choice of the President as to 
his Council may be, there will remain three 

inistries whose heads will be what are 
called Extern Ministers; that is, Ministers 
who have no actual responsibility for govern- 
ment beyond the work of their own depart- 
ments. In the late Dail these Ministries 
were the Post Office, Agriculture, and 
Fisheries. : 
Ministries have to be selected by a Com- 
mittee’ of the Dail, and submitted afterwards

SAW A CITY FALL. 
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AMBASSADOR’S ESCAPE 
IN JAPAN. 


TOKIO, Tuesday. 

The Italian Ambassador had a wonderful 
escape in the recent’ earthquake, At the time 
of the first shock he was in the Italian Con- 
sulate at Yokohama, which is in the Russo- 
Asiatic Bank building, one of the few which 
did not collapse. From the top storey of this 
structure he saw buildings falling on all sides. 
Together with M. Patek, the Polish Minister, 
he spent the night in ‘the Park, sitting in the 
water from the burst pipes. Subsequently he 
lost sight of M. Patek, who, however, is safe, 
and walked towards Tokio, suffering « greatly 
from thirst. 

On his way he met a police patrol, who 
gave him water, and he arrived at Tokio the 
next day. Here he found that the Italian 
Embassy was not burnt, but had collapsed. 
He is at present staying at the Imperial 
Hotel. : 

All the documents oí the French Embassy 
have been destroyed, including the manuscript 
of a new book which M. Claude!, the Ambas- 
sador, was writing. After the earthquake 
the French Ambassador left in a motor car 
for Chu Enji, where he found that his wife 
was safe. The Dutch Minister, Mr. Papst, 
left Tokio after the earthquake for Karuizawa, 
accompanied by M. Gronvold, the Norwegian 
Chargé d’Affaires. On the way they lost 
themselves in the mountains, and Mr. Papst 
fell down the bank of a river, breaking two 
ribs and fracturing his wrist, They eventually 
reached Karuizawa. 

The German Ambassador, Dr. Solf, was at 
Kamakura at the time of the earthquake. 
His Embassy was nearly destroyed. The 
Belgian Minister, M. de Bassompierre, who 
was bathing at Dzushi when the first shock 
occurred, is safe. The Swedish Minister is 
also safe. 


SHOCKS IN MALTA. 


MALTA, Tuesday. 
A rather severe earthquake shock occurred 
at 7.35 this morning, lasting several seconds. 
Many buildings were shaken, including the 
churches, which were filled with people hear- 
ing Mass. A good many people were seized 
with panic and rushed out into the streets. 
The disturbance seems to have affected 
Valletta more than other places, very few of 
its houses escaping some slight damage—

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PLYMOUTH TO BELFAST 
BY AIR. 


A PROMISING SCHEME. 


From OUR Spectat. CoRRgsPoNDENT ON THE 
Arm Mat. 
| BELFAST, Tuesday Night. 
The Lord Mayor of Belfast and the City 
Chamberlain, Sir Frederick Moneypenny, wel- 
comed us to Northern Ireland this afternoon, 
when the De Haviland 50, piloted by Mr. 
Alan .J, Cobham, reached the Aldergrove 
Aerodrome, outside Antrim, at 3.50 p.m. 
The machine, the latest design put in the 
air by the De Haviland Company, made the 
journey from Plymouth to the aerodrome in 
4 hrs. 50 mins. It left Plymouth at 10 
o'clock, with the Mayor of Plymouth, Mr. 8. 
Stephens; his son-in-law, Mr. P. J. Nitten, 
and Major Blake, the well-known airman, 
who, by the way, is an Irishman, having been 
born in Galway, on board. 
I joined the machine when it reached Man- 


chester at 12.350, fifty minutes ahead of 
schedule time. We left Manchester at 1.20, 


| and passed over the Irish coast at 3.20, at 


about 5,000 feet, but we dropped to under 
1,000 when we came to Belfast, to drop our 
air mail with a case of Devonshire cream by 
parachute, at Balmoral, before we continued 
our j ey to the aerodrome. This is nearly 
twenty miles outside Pelfast, and the distance 
will be a great handicap to passengers. 

Already a move is being made to-find a 
site more suitable than this old military aero- 
drome, and‘ discussions were taking place 
to-day between Mr. Noel Smith, representing 
the Air Ministry, and the Municipal authori- 
ties, at Belfast, for the conversion of the 
Balmoral Grounds into a civil flying ground.

UNEVENTFUL JOURNEY. 

The journey to Belfast from’ Manchester 
was uneventful, but interesting. Mr. Alan J. 
Cobham has a knack of finding his way 
through the clouds, without any difficulty, 
and we rose to five thousand feet at times. 
Thick masses of cloud were encountered in the 
Solway Firth and across the North Channel, 
but the wind was by no means so violent as 
we experienced he _ previous. day, when we 
had to turn back. ut Cobham found tae 
rainbow way. We passed six rainbows after 
we reached Morecambe Bay, and several of 
them were wonderfully brilliant, and, seen 
from the air, formed a complete circle, which 
is, perhaps, the reason why we have never 
discove where the rainbow ends. 

The Mayor of Plymouth is very interested 
in the idea of the service becoming a per- 
manent one, and for that reason he made the 
trip to Belfast by air, to enlist the help of the 
Lord Mayor of Belfast, and, if possible, to 
coax him into flying back to Plymouth. 

The Lord Mayor, who to-night entertained 
the whole of the first party to reach Belfast 
by air mail, told me at dinner to-night that 
he would have gladly undertaken the return 
trip if his official engagements for to-morrow 
were not so heavy.

A SUGGESTED LANDING SITE. 

Our Belfast Correspondent writes :—Mr. 
Noel Smith, of the Air Ministry, who arrived 
in Belfast’ yesterday in connection with the 
new air mail: service, called. on the Lord 
Mayor, Mr. 8. G. Tallents, Imperial Secretary 
for Ulster; Mr. W. D. Anderson, and other 
Post Office officials connected with the running 
of the temporary service. 

Mr. Smith impressed upon them the need 
for a landing-place for aeroplanes in Belfast, 
more conveniently situated than Aldergrove 
Aerodrome. What was required, he said, was 
nothing elaborate—no sheds or anything of 
that nature, but a place where the aeroplanes 
could Jand passengers and mails, and then 
proceed to Aldergrove, which could be used as 
a base. ' 

He suggests that the Belfast Corporation, 
which had now the necessary powers, should 
provide a landing ground for aeroplanes. Ply- 
mouth Corporation had done so, and was en- 
thusiastic about the project. e maximum 
dimensions of the ground required would be 
800 yards by 800 yards. Pilots coming across 
to Belfast, he said, had instructions to look 
out for suitable landing places near the city. 

If commercial air traffic developed between 
Belfast and. Dublin, a Customs aerodrome 
would be required. It would be much more 
convenient to have that near Belfast than at 
Aldergrove, about one hour’s journey from the 
city. 

Mr. Smith believes that the present cx- 
periment will result in a permanent service, 
and in a saving of four or five days in reply- 
ing to American letters. There is also the 
possibility of an hour mail service between 
Belfast and Glasgow. Mr. Smith said that 
the.Government were thinking of running air- 
ships to India, with a base at Bedford. and it 
would be quite possible and easy to link up 
Manchester with Bedford, so that mails from 
Belfast and the East could be speeded up 
enormously... The more traffic there was for 
the air mail the cheaper the service would 
eventually be.

CEREMONY AT MONS ON 
NOVEMBER 11th. 


On November 11, the anniversary of 
Armistice Day, a memorial will be unveiled 
by Viscount French of Ypres at Mons to the 
officers and men of thé Royal Ins: Regiment 
who fell in the war. 

The Royal Irish was the oldest Trish resi- 
ment. It was raised by King Charles II. 
on April 1, 1684, from companies of infantry 
which had been maintained for garrison duty 
in Ireland. 

For valour in the capture of Namur in 
1695 the regiment was made “ Royal” by 
King William III. in 1695, and was given a 
badge—the ‘first given to a British regiment— 
showing the Lion of Nassau, with the motto, 
‘** Virtutte Namurcensis Premium.”’ 

The casualties of the regiment in this en- 
gagement were at least as high as 50 per cent.

REPARATIONS AGAIN, 


TO-DAY’S MEETING IN 
PARIS. 


The Times observes in a leading article :— 
Amid the turmoil of violent events in other 
parts of the world—earthquakes, political as- 
sassination and revolution—the reparations 
problem seems lately to have been relegated 
to the background. But it remains with us 
more acute than ever, and the meeting between 
M. Poincaré and Mr. Baldwin in Paris to- 
day will probably be the occasion of reintro- 
ducing it to the front of the political stage. 
We in this country particulariy desire that 
to the limit of her capacity Germany shall 
pay what she owes for the devastation which 
her armies wrought. Opinion remains firm 
upon that point. It also remains perfectly 
firm in its willingness to guarantee France 
against unprovoked aggression. The two 
questions are quite separate, and the sécond 
can hardly be called urgent. But M. Poin- 
caré,. in the last of the speeches which he 
regularly delivers on Sundays, dwelt almost 
exclusively upon it, and we, therefore, 
‘take the opportunity to repeat our 
conviction that the — — public ó yer 
of this country has always favoured any 
rational scheme for guaranteeing the safety 
of France hereafter. The difficulty is that 
every week of M. Poincaré’s policy -.of 
coercion, while making the safety of France 
more imm*<iately éertain, makes it ultimately 
far mor“ precarious. 

For centuries France: and Germany have 
inva¢ -d each other’s territory. Alternating 
vic’ cy has produced an excess of triumphant 
exltation which has implanted in the breasts 
of the vanquished a fierce determination to 
achieve restitution and revenge. In 1918 a 
new spirit was held to animate the victors, 
and moderation in the hour of victory so far 
gained the day as to create an international 
body of which victors and vanquished were 
alike to become members. The League of 
Nations, it is true, has not so far achieved all 
that some ardent partisans expected. In the 
recent Greco-Italian dispute it was by no 
means the principal factor in achieving 4 
solution. But that dispute showed France 
very clearly what cordial support for it was 
forthcoming from those very nations in Europe 
which look to France for guidance.

GETTING TO: KNOW EACH OTHER. 


The Times Paris Correspondent, telegraph- 
ing yesterday, says :—Mr. Baldwin is ex- 
pected to arrive in Paris from Aix les Bains 
this evening. To-morrow he will lunch at 
the British Embassy to meet M. Poincaré, 
with whom Lord Crewe had a talk this 
morning. In official circles the tendency 1s 
to regard the meeting of the two Prime 
Ministers as one of simple courtesy. But, 
as M. Philippe Millet remarks in the Petit 
Parisien, although there has been no really 
important change in the reparations and 
Rubr nestions since the last exchange of 
Notes by the British and French Govern- 
ments, and one does not see how the Prime 
Ministere can modify straight off the positions 
then taken up, it will be useful for them to 
get to know one another. 

M. Millet attributes to Mr. Baldwin the 
view that we shall only succeed in remaking 
the Entente what it ought to be by beginning 
by re-estadliching, between the two (overn- 
ments, the relations of confidence which 
constituted the strength of the Franco-British 
friendship before and during the war.

REPORTS OF FREE STATE 
COMMISSION. 


Iwo further interim reports were issued yes- 
terday by the Commission on Agriculture ap- 
pointed some months ago to inquire into the 
condition and future prospects of that industry 
in the Irish Free State. 


The. first report deals with agricultural 
a and the second with the licensing of 
ulls. 


CREDIT PROBLEMS. 
FUNCTION OF THE BANKS. 


The report on agricultural credit is as fol. 
lows :'— 

1. In the preparatiom of this interim report 
we have had the advantage of studying the re- 
port of the Departmental Committee on Agri- 
cultural Credit in Ireland, published in 1914, 
This report covers the whole question of agri- 
cultural credit, has been translated into seve- 
ral foreign languages, and is universally re- 
cognised to-day as one of the standard authori- 
ties on agricultural credit. With most of the 
concrete recommendations of this report we 
agree. Very few of them have been rendered 
obsolete by lapse of time. Only in one in- 
stance has Governmental action been taken 
on the subject matter of a recommendation 
made by that Committee. 

2. The two categories of rural credit which 
present special difficulties are the same now 
as in 1914, namely—credit for the small holder 
who has very little personal security to offer 
for a loan, and long-term loans for periods 
longer than those for which the joint stock 
banks care to provide. The former type of 
credit can best be met by a system of co- 
operative credit societies. It will suffice on 
this matter if we refer briefly to the more im- 
portant of the recommendations of which we 
approve. 

3. On one cardinal point, however, we find 
ourselves in entire disagreement with that 
Committee. In paragraph 651 (L) it is recom- 
mended that an Agricultural Credit Section 
of the Department of Agriculture should be 
formed, which, among other functions, should 
inspect affiliated co-operative credit societies 
(already organised by the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society), organise additional 
credit societies, and make suitable arrange- 
ments for their andit by public auditors. Oa 
the whole question as to the respective suit- 
ability of State officials or voluntary agencies 
as propagandists of the co-operative doctrine, 
we share the opinion of Father Finlay; and, 
accordingly, we wish to associate ourselves 
with the views expressed in the note which he 
has appended to the main report. 


A CO-OPERATIVE CREDIT SYSTEM. 

4. The need for a system of co-operative 
credit exists. There are quite a number of 
credit societies here and there throughout the 
country which have pursued useful and pros- 

erous careers for a score of years or more. 

We have no evidence, however, of any wide- 

spread desire for the further rapid develep- 

ment of this form of co-operative effort. Until 
such desire manifests itself, there»can be no 
question of any such rapid development. 

5. The failure or success of co-operative 
credit societies depends on the extent to which 
they embody the spirit of organised co-opera- 
tive self-help. The State can do little to fur- 
ther the growth of this spirit, and it can do 
much to impair it. 

6. The State, however, can, and ought to, 
provide a satisfactory legislative background 
for the cperations of co-operative credit so- 
cieties. It can, and ought to, subsidise the 
educational effort of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society in this matter, as it 
subsidises other forms of education given 
through voluntary agencies. 

7. For the supervision of existing co-opera- 
tive credit societies and making arrangements 
for their audit and for the organisation of 
additional societies, as and when opportunity 
offers, the Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society has alone both the necessary. compet- 
ence and experiénce. Its efforts in this direc- 
tion have admittedly been impaired in the 
past by the limitation of its financial re- 
sources. 

CO-OPERATIVE EDUCATION. 

8. We recommend that in the case of grants 
made to the Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society a specified portion of such grants 
should be set aside to be devoted solely to this 
branch of co-operative education. We do so 
for the following reasons :— 

(1) This particular form of co-operation 
benefits most of all small farmers and 
agricultural labourers. 

(2) The immediate financial return to” the 


the indirect return to the community as a 
whole is enormous. For it is the experi- 
ence of all countries that the moral and 
educational value of co-operative credit 
societies in successful working is consider- 
able, and that no form of associated effort 
affords a better training in the duties 
and responsibilities-of citizenship. 

9. One incidental matter arises out of our 
disagreement with Paragraph 651 (L) as 
regards the creation oí an agricultural credit 
section of the Department of Agriculture. It 
appears that as a result of the recommenda- 
tions made in Paragraph 275-275 an Order in 
Council was passed in December, 1915, trans- 
ferring to the Department of Agriculture the 
duties and functions of the Loan Fund Board, 
which was accordingly wound up. 
date the Department has provisionally ad- 
ministered the loan fund system, pending final 
decision on the recommendations made in 
Paragraph 275-275. 


LOAN FUND SYSTEM. 

10. The administration of the loan fund 
system was to have been one of the functions 
of the proposed agricultural credit section of 
the Department. We agree with the Com- 
mittee in recommending that the existing loan 
fund societies should be transferred into co- 
operative credit societies, but in conformity 
with our other recommendations we recom- 
mend that the functions and duties of the 
late Loan Fund Board, now provisionally 
exercised by the Department of Agriculture, 
should be transferred to the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society. We feel, however, 
that this transfer could only take place if 
accompanied by legislation, facilitating the 
transformation of the loan fund societies into 
credit societies, as recommended in the 1914 
Report, and conferring on the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society the widest discre- 
tionary powers in connection with such trans- 
formation, and by the provision of adequate 
funds to enable the Irish Agricultural Organi- 
sation Society to inspect and administer the 
loan fund societies. 


RECOMMENDATIONS ENDORSED. 
11. We agree with the conclusions of the 
Committee on the subject of money lending in 
Ireland (Para.

JOINT STOCK BANKS. 

16. The Commission is of the opinion that 
the direct provision of credit to individuals, 
even on long term repayment, could be more 
expeditiously and economically administered 
by the Irish Joint Stock Banks than by one 
or more Departments of State. The ks 
have their branches in remote districts, and 
they are much used and trusted by the 
people. ‘Their recording and accounting 
systems are more suited to the work than 
those of Government Departments. The

Mr, Mrs. Thorpe were lying in the bed 
in their night attire.

FERMOY GUARDIANS AND 
THE OATH. 


At the monthly meeting’ of. the Fermoy 
Guardians, Mr. George Power proposed :— 
“ That we, the members of the Fermoy Board 
of. Guardians, in the interest of peace and 
unity and the ultimate independence of our 
country, ask that the 15,000 political pn- 
soners at present detained by the Free State 
Government, whether under the Public Safety 
Bill, 1923, or otherwise, be set at liberty, and 
unconditionally. That the oath of allegiance 
prescribed by the said Free State Government 
in its Constitution be not insisted in as a con- 
dition necessary to admittance by T:D.’s to 
the Dail, where any such member or T.D. has 
@ conscientious objection to the swearing 
thereof. But, as an alternative to such oath 
of allegiance, the same be modified in such 
manner as to enable the forty-four Sinn Fein 
T.D.’s to take their seats, and act in said Dail 
in accordance with the wishes and in further- 
ance of the interests of the electorate who 
elected them.” 

Mr. D. Cotter seconded the resolution, 

After a discussion, the Chairman declared 
the resolution passed.

immediate and unconditional release of these 
Republican prisoners; that we do so in the 
name of justice, liberty, and humanity, which 
are outraged in their persons, and we call 
upon our representatives elected to Dail 
Eireann, and on all members of Boards and 
Councils in each town, and throughout the 
County of Roscommon, to support this protest 
and demand that we make, in union with the 
other counties of Ireland. 

“- And this meeting also demands the imme- 
diate release of all Irish political prigoners 
held in the six counties and in Great Britain.” 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. Peter 
Connolly, and adopted unanimously.

tiously devoted to their work than were their 

redecessors. Bicycling, golf and lawn tennis 
fad drawn them more. and more away from 
their pupils in the hours of leisure.

STATEMENT BY THE 
CITY ANALYST 


John Mahon, 8 Meath street, came before 
Mr. Collins, K.C., in the Dublin Police 
Courts, on an adjourned summons, in which 
he was charged with having on July 10th 
last sold to the Corperation Inspector one 
half-pint of new milk from which at least 
10 per cent. of its fats had been abstracted.

A number of. witnesses were called for the 
defence, including the milkers, to show that 
the milk was sold as it came from the cows. 

Mr. Fagan, City Analyst, recalled, said 
that the fat was the most important thing 
in new milk, bécause it helped to build up 
the tissues. With regard to the selling of the 
milk as it came from the cow, the milk wceuld 
not remain standing in shops in the same 
condition for more than half an hour, the 
cream rising to the top. In this particular 
case, he thought that Mrs. Mahon did not stir 
the miik in the shop. 

Mr. Bonass—Do you think the long interval 
between the milking hours would have any- 
thing to do with the reduction of fat? 

W itness—Certainly. In this case it is 
eleven hours and thirteen hours.
